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The first ARDA General Agreement between the federal 
government and each province which was signed in the fall of 
ieemcermanatvedqson March 31, 1965. During this period the 
various concepts that should govern rural development in our 
country were defined more precisely. Great progress has been 
made toward solving some of the more crucial problems related 
to low income and lack of opportunity that face a very large 
Pector of our rural population. 

On April 1, 1965, a new General Agreement came 
into effect to cover the ARDA program during the 1965-1970 period. 
The draft of this agreement, prepared by the federal government, 
Panam mmtDed by, the Minister of, Forestry atthe first,Federal— 
Provincial Conference on ARDA held in Montreal in late November 
1964. Negotiations concerning the Agreement were conducted 
between federal representatives and provincial Ministers respons- 
Perc ore anvA and their chief officials. iItiwas,.resubmitted 
Peer einetits £Linal version and approved by, the eleven governments 
concerned. 

One of the more important features ,of the new Agreement 
ts the new emphasis on a global, all-resource approach to re- 
source development, particularly in low-income areas. This is 
SwmeCONtCEast: With»sthe previous Agreement that placed the primary 
emphasis on agricultural resources alone, 

Provision is made for substantially larger funds for 


programs designed specifically to increase opportunity in rural 


areas or alternatively, to improve mobility of rural labour 
where the natural resource base is insufficient to support 
the population of a rural region. Indian lands and Indian 
people can come within the ARDA program if a province desires 
this. Also, greater support is provided for the trainingyor 
Rural Development Officers and community leaders, and for the 
dissemination of information on ARDA and rural development 
generally. 

Activities under ARDA during the 1964-65 fiscal year 
continued at a high level with 355 federal-provincial projects 
being approved at an estimated total cost of approximately $21 
militon, 

During the period covered by the first General Agree- 
ment a total of 683 federal-provincial projects was initiated, 
and a further 46 research projects were undertaken by the federal 
government; the total cost of these projects was approximately 
$64.4 million, of which the federal government contributed some 
$34.5 mit iton. 

Projects completed and under way include a wide range 
of physical, economic and social research. Many projects for 
more effective use of lands poorly suited to agriculture, soil 
and stream improvement including conservation, and regional as 
well as local programs were implemented to improve income and 
employment in rural areas. With the main emphasis of the ARDA 
program during the first two-and-one-half years being directed 
toward projects related to resource improvement, however, some 
major programs of broader planning and development were also 
put into effect in 10 Rural Development Areas which were jointly 
designated by the provincial and federal governments. 

During the year under review, the Canada Land Inventory 
continued and the basic data collection for the soil capability 
program for agriculture has been nearly completed and considerabl-« 
progress has been made in gathering data on soil capability for 


forestry. Classification methods were worked out for soil 


capability for wildlife and for recreation. Progress was 
achieved in the preparation of material for data process sys- 
tems.) ftp ais vexpected that= this part of the work will be com- 
pleted within Five years. At that time the electronic computers 
will be used for providing answers to a very considerable number 
of questions about land in the settled regions of Canada and 
will permit the compilation of maps through computer techniques. 
Specialists in this field are currently engaged in working out 
this unique system of computer mapping to suit the needs of the 


inventory.

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INTRODUCTION 


The ARDA Catalogue for fiscal year 1965-66 is the first annual 
compilation of projects initiated under the Federal-Provincial Rural 
Development Agreement 1965-70 


The Agreement, between the Government of Canada and each of the 
provincial governments, provides for the sharing of costs of projects 
and programs initiated and implemented by the provinces. In addition, 
the federal government pays in full the costs of the Canada Land In- 
ventory and all general research projects initiated at the federal 
level. 


During the 5 year period of the new Agreement, which became effec- 
tive April 1, 1965, the Government of Canada may spend a total of $125 
million in assisting the provinces in carrying out projects and programs 
aimed at rural social and economic development and resource use. In 
addition, there has been established by the federal government a special 
Fund for Rural Economic Development whereby a maximum of $50 million 
may be spent on major projects that form part of comprehensive develop- 
ment programs in areas that are especially designated - areas of gen- 
erally low income in special need of development. 


So that the ARDA record might be complete, a statistical summary 
of projects approved under the First General Agreement, which terminated 
on March 3l;, 1965, is included in this Catalogue. The complete details 
of these projects are listed in an earlier publication, The ARDA Cat- 
alogue 1962-1965.

INTRODUCTION 


The ARDA Catalogue for fiscal 1966-67 is a compilation of projects approved 
during the year under the Federal-Provincial Rural Development Agreement 1965-70. 
The Agreement, between the Government of Canada and each of the provincial govern- 
ments, provides for the sharing of costs of projects and programs initiated and 
implemented by the provinces. In addition, the federal government finances in full 
the Canada Land Inventory and all general research projects initiated at the federal 
level. During the five-year period of the Agreement the Government of Canada may 
spend a total of $125 million in assisting the provinces in bringing about rural 
social and economic development. 


Besides the financial assistance available under ARDA, there is the Fund for 
Rural Economic Development (FRED) which is designed to take care of comprehensive 
rural development programs in areas that are especially designated - areas of gen- 
erally low income in urgent need of development. This special fund established by 
the Government of Canada has been increased to $300 million (from $50 million ori- 
ginally approved), and the first FRED Agreements were signed, with the Government of 
New Brunswick, on September 20, 1966, providing for the implementation of comprehen- 
sive rural development plans in Northeast New Brunswick and the Mactaquac area. 


To facilitate its use as a reference source in identifying areas of activity, 
the format of The ARDA Catalogue has been changed slightly. Previous Catalogues 
listed Project numbers in a separate column; these are now shown in brackets under 
the heading of 'Description'. 


A statistical summary of projects approved under the First General Agreement 
(1962-65), which preceded the Federal-Provincial Rural Development Agreement 1965- 
70, is included, as also is a summary of approvals for fiscal 1965-66, These tabu- 
lations are provided so that the ARDA record to date might be complete. Details of 
these projects are given in earlier publications - The ARDA Catalogue 1962-65 and 
The ARDA Catalogue 1965-1966.

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INTRODUCTION 


, The ARDA Catalogue for fiscal 1967-68 is a compilation of projects approved 
during the year under the Federal-Provincial Rural Development Agreement 1965-70. 
The Agreement, between the Government of Canada and each of the provincial govern- 
ments, provides for the sharing of costs of projects and programs initiated and 
implemented by the provinces. In addition, the federal government finances ee ae 
the Canada Land Inventory and all general research projects initiated at the federal 
level. During the five-year period of the Agreement the Government of Canada may 
spend a total of $125 million in assisting the provinces in bringing about rural 
social and economic development. 


In addition to the financial assistance available under ARDA, there is the 
Fund for Rural Economic Development (FRED) which is designed to take care of 
comprehensive rural development programs in areas that are especially designated - 
areas of generally low income in urgent need of development. This special fund 
established by the Government of Canada has been increased to $300 million (from 
$50 million originally approved), and the first FRED Agreements were signed, with 
the Government of New Brunswick, on September 20, 1966, providing for the implementa- 
tion of comprehensive rural development plans in Northeast New Brunswick and the 
Mactaquac area. Since then plans have been approved for Manitoba's Interlake and 
Quebec's Eastern Region including Gaspé and the Magdalen Islands. 


A statistical summary of projects approved under the First General Agreement 
(1962-65), which preceded the Federal-Provincial Rural Development Agreement 1965-70, 
is included, as also is a summary of approvals for fiscal 1965-67. These tabulations 
are provided so that the ARDA record to date might be complete.
